eres the many Privileges of the 
- Royal Burrows of Scotland, the Power 
they have to treat and contract with foreign 
States in Matters of Trade is none of the leaſt ; 
and this great Privilege they have endeavoured, 
in all Ages, to make a gogd Ulſe of, for the 
Honour and the Intereſt of the Nation. 

In former Ages the Scots enjoyed very ſin- 
gular Privileges and Advantages of Trade in 
France; theſe are now entirely loſt, not by a- 
ny Fault or Neglect of the Convention of 
Burrows, as appears by the expenſive Deputa- 
tions they ſent to France in the Years 1635, 
1648 and 1684. The Deputies, upon all theſe 
Occaſions, went well inſtructed to expoſtulate 
the firſt Encroachments upon the dear bought 
Privileges of the Scots, but to no Purpoſe. In 
Proportion as the People of France gave up 
their own Liberties, and permitted their Kings 
to break Faith with themſelves, in the ſame 
Proportion their Kings chenghwuhemietres diſ- 
penſed with the Duty of keeping national 
Faith with their Neighbours. | 
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The Royal Burrows have been more ſucce ſs- 
ful in their Endeavours to preſerve and im- 


pore the Scots Privileges in the Netherlands: 


heſe Privileges have always depended upon a 
Contra betwixt the Royal Burrows. of Scot- 
land, or, before there was a General Conven- 
tion of the Burrows, betwixt the Repreſenta- 
tives of the Trading Eſtate of Scilind,. and the 
Government of ſome one or other City in the 


Seventeen Provinces of the Netherlands, ſuch. 


Contracts being always ratified and confirmed 
by the Sovereigns on both Sides; and the City fo 


contracting, and granting peculiar Privileges to 


thoſe of the Scots Nation, was called the Scots 
Staple Port, and in the antient Latin Deeds 
flabile emporium. % 

It would be a needleſs Inquiry when, or 


where, or upon what Occaſion, a Scots Staple 


was firſt erected in the Netherlands, Records 
would fail us upon the ſtricteſt Search: It is 


ſufficient to know that it is very antient, and 
that Campvere, Ter Veer, or Veer (as it is ſome- 
times called) in the Province of Zealand, has 


been the Scots Staple Port for more than threc 
hundred Years. There have been in that Period 


ſome few Changes, but fo ſhort in Duration, 


and always returning to the ſame Place, that 
we muſt ſuppoſe, that the Changes were made 


upon miſtaken Views, and fo conclude, that 


our Forefathers found, by Experience, Camp- 
vere to be the moſt convenient Port for eſta- 


bliſhing their Staple in the Netherlands. 


Bruges, 
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Bruges in Flanders had been the Staple Port 
long before Campvere, as appears by Letters 
Patent of John Duke of Burgundy, (in his 
Time Sovereign of a great Part of the Nether- 
lands) dated at Ghent the 3oth April 1407, 
mentioning the Contract then ſubſiſting be- 
twixt the Prading Eſtate of Scotland and his 
Town of Bruges as then very antient, and 
granting new Privileges to thoſe of the Scots 
Nation over all his Dominions. 

From Bruges the Staple was removed to 
Campvere in May 1444, upon the Marriage of 
Mary Stuart, Daughter of James I. and Siſter 
of James II. then reigning in Scotland, to Wol- 
fred Van Borſelen, Lord of Cgmpere ; and as 
this Marriage gave the firſt Occaſion to the 
Connection which has ever ſince ſubſiſted be- 
twixt Scotland and that City, perhaps a ſhort 
Account of the ſucceeding Lords and Marquiſ- 
ſes to the preſent Marquis, the Moſt Illuſtri- 
ous Prince of Orange, will not be unaccept- 
able. 175 

The Family of Yan Borſelen was then very 
antient, and allied to the moſt noble in Europe, 
and the Repreſentatives of it enjoyed many 
large Domains, and were dignified with Offices 
of the higheſt Rank in the Netherlands. Hen- 
rick Van Borſelen, the Father of J/olfred, was 
alive at the Time of this Marriage ; he was 
Stadtholder and Admiral of ſeveral of the Pro- 
vinces, Lord of Campuere and Fluſhing, and of 
many other Places, 
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Upon his Death Wolfred ſucceeded to his E- 
ſtate, and to molt of his high Offices. Being a 
great Warriour, he was made a Marſhal of 
France, and Knight of the Golden Fleece. He 
had with his Wife Mary Stuart the Earldom 
of Buchan in Scotland ; but ſhe dying without 
Iſſue, that Eſtate and Title did not continue in 
the Family. Wolfred married a ſecond Wife, 
Charlot of Bourbon, Daughter of Lewis Count 
of Bourbon Mont penſier, third Son of John I. 
Duke of Bourbon. Of this Marriage there was 
an only Daughter and Heireſs, Auna Van Bor- 
ſelen, who, under the Name of Anne Princeſs of 
Campwere, is greatly celebrated by Eraſmus for 
her Beauty, Virtue, Generoſity and other fine 


Accompliſhments. She muſt likeways have 


been a learned Lady, for ſome of his Latin E- 
piſtles are addreſſed to her. 

She married Philip of Burgundy, Lord of 
Bevres in Flanders, Admiral and Governor of 
Artois, Governor of Flanders, and Knight of 
the Golden Fleece. He was Son of Anthony 
called the great Baſtard of Burgundy, Lord of 
Bevres, and Knight of St. Michael, and of the 
Golden Fleece, who was legitimated by Charles 
VIII. in 1485, for his many gallant Actions. 


His Father was Philip the Good, Duke of 


Burgundy. 

Philip Lord of Bevres and Anne Lady of 
Campvere had an only Son and Heir, called A. 
dolþph of jjurgundy; he took his chief Title 
from the Lordſhip of Campuere, He was Ad- 


miral 
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miral of Flanders, Bi Knight of the Golden 
Fleece. | 

Philip left ſome Daughters, and an only Son, 
whoſe Name was Maximilian of Burgundy. 
This was likeways a very great Man, and a re- 
nowned General. He got the Collar of the 
Golden Fleece in 1546; and in his Favours 


the Emperor Charles V. raiſed the Lordſhip of 


Campwere to a Marquiſate that ſame Year. He 


died in 1558, and left no Children by his Wife 


Louiſa de Croi, Daughter of Philip de Croi Duke 
of Arſchot. He had been a very expenſive 


Man, ſo that, upon his Death, his great Domains 
were found to be in a State of Bankruptcy, 
and the Marquiſate of Campvere and Fluſhing 


were fold for Payment of his Debts. The 
Right which the Lords of theſe TI owns had to 
repreſent the Nobles of Zealand in the Aſſem- 
bly of the States of the Province, made this a 
a fit Purchaſe for Philip II. King of Spain, 
then Sovereign oſ the Netherlands; according- 
ly he was the Purchaſer, but neglected to pay 
all the Debts upon the Eſtate; and, the Revolt 


happening very ſoon after, the States of Zea- 


land, as Sovereigns of the Province, made them- 


ſelves Heirs to Philip, whoſe Sovereignty they 


had renounced, and took Poſſeſſion of the 


Marquiſate, but they Iikeways neglected to pay 
the Debts for which it was ſold; ſo that by a 


Decrcet of the High Court of Mechlin, in the 
the Year 1581, it was put up to Sale again for 


the Payment of the old Debts of Maximilian. 


Pilliam 
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| William I, Prince of Orange was the Purchaf- 


er, at a publick Sale, for a Sum of 24,000 /. 
Blemiſh ; and Þo this Marquiſate came to the 
Houle of Orange, and the illuſtrious Princes 
of that Houſe continued lineally, and without 
Diſpute, in the Poſſeſſion of it a Space of One 
hundred and twenty Years. 


But from the Death of King Villiam to the 


Year 1747, there was no Marquis, at leaſt 
none was admitted to the high Pre-eminences 
and Authority which all the Lords and Mar- 
quiſes had till then enjoyed. The Caſe was 
this; King William, by his Teſtament, ap- 
pointed for his Heir, in Germany and the Ne- 


| 1 William Hriſo, Prince of Naſ 
ereditary Stadtholder of Friezland, 


and the States General were made Fxatunrs 
of his Will. But the Heretage became a diſ- 
puted Point betwixt the Houſe of Branden- 


' burgh and that Prince, who was then a Minor, 


and the Executors did not then find the Lime 
proper for entering into the Diſpute : Howe- 
yer, as ſoon as the Prince-came to be of Age, 
which was in the 1708, he took the Title of 


Prince of Orange and Naſſau. The War at 


that Time employed him ſo much, in fitting 
himſelf for the military Glories which had 
been ſo long hereditary to the Names he bore, 
that he gave very little Attention to the great 
Domains to which he was left Heir. Young 
as he was he commanded the Dutch Infantry 


at the Battle of Malplaquet, and, by his Con- 
duct 
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duct and perſonal Bravery, gained immortal 


Honour ; but, unhappily for Europe, he was ac- 
cidentally drowned in Juiy 1711, Upon the 
1ſt September, N. S. following, his Widow Ma- 
ry Louiſa, Daughter of Charles Landgrave of 


Heſſe-Caſſel, brought forth a poſthumous Son, 


the preſent Moſt Illuſtrious Prince of Orange 
and Naſſau, William, Charles, Henry, Friſo, 
This long Minority again ſucceeding, the 
Affair of the Heretage and of the Marquiſate 
lay pretty much dormant, until the Prince 
came to be of Age, which was in the Year 
1732, when his firſt Care was to accommodate 
Matters, in an amicable Manner, with the 
late King of Pruſſia, and a Partition was made 
betwixt them, by which the Marquiſate of 
Campvere was allotted to the Prince of Orange. 


All this while the Repreſentatives of the Six 


voting Towns of Zealand, Middeiburgi, Camp- 
dene, Fluſhing, Goes, Zirrikzee and Tholen, 
had accuſtomed themſelves to exerciſe the So- 
vereignty of the Province, and had no Incli- 
nation to introduce again into the Aſſembly of 
the States the Voice of the Nobles, which 
the Prince of Orange would undoubtedly claim 
as his Right, as ſoon as he ſhould be inveſted 
in the Marquſate; and therefore, to preſerve 


entire to themiclves the Power which they en- 


joyed, they attempted a very extraordinary Ex- 
ertion of Sovcreignty, even to annihilate the 
Marquiſate. Accordingly, by a very ſolemn 
Act, they appropriated the Domains to them- 


ſelves, 


Vil 


ſelves, and diveſted the Prince of all the Pre- 
rogatives which he might pretend to upon 
that Score. At the ſame Time, to indemnify 
him (as they called it) they propoſed an Equi- 
valent in Money, and depoſited for him, in the 
Bank of Mzddelburgh, 100,000 Rix-dollars. 
Ihe Prince made many Remonſtrances againſt 
theſe Proceedings, and rejected the Money 


with Scorn, tho' the States profered to double 


it, or even to increaſe it to any Sum, if he 
would ſubmit it to an Arbitration. This his 
Highneſs would never conſent to; and ſo the 


Matter remained until the Year 1747, when 
he was not only reſtored to the Marquilate, 
but made Stadtholder, Admiral and Captain 


General of all the Seven Provinces. 


Campvere, the Scots Staple Town, had the 
Honour to ſet the Example to the whole Re- 


publick, in bringing about this great Event. 


A 


minute Detail of what paſſed, upon this Occa- 


ſion, in Zealand, would make too long a Di- 
greſſion from our chief Purpoſe. Let it only 
be mentioned in general, that when the Suc- 
cels of the French Arms, in the Netherlands, 


had not only carried the Dutch Barrier, Town 
after I own, but alſo ſubjected all Auſtrian 


Flanders, and Auſtrian Brabant, and from the 


different Garriſons carried a great Part of the 
Dutch Army Priſoners of War, the French 
Miniſtry ſeemed to think it needleſs to cajole 
the Dutch any longer. They opened the Cam- 


paign 1747, by ſending a numerous Army i 
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to Dutch Flanders, — none of the For- 
treſſes were tolerably provided for Defence, 
and threatened an immediate Invaſion of Zea- 
land, which had neither Fortreſſes, Ships nor 
Troops to defend it. The Intention ſeemed 
to be, to frighten or force the Zealanders to 
conſent to a Neutrality, to which ſome of the 
other Provinces had already conſented. Pro- 
per Veſſels had been ſecretly provided at Ghent, 
Bruges, Blankenburg and Oſtend, for the Ex- 
pedition to Zealand, as ſoon as the principal 
Fortreſſes ſhould fall. The Alarm was ſud- 
den, and the Terror of the Zealanders very 
reat, but Means were found to keep up their 
Spirits, by Aſſurances of immediate Succour 


of Enghſh Ships of War; and at that Time, 


as every Day was productive of Tidings of 
the Progreſs and Preparations of the French, 
which were induſtriouſly magnified by their 
proper Inſtruments, ſo every Day produced 
new Grounds of Dependence upon Britiſh 


Protection, and Winds and Weather were 


fo favourable, that, in leſs than a Week after 
the firſt Alarm, no leſs than 27 Enghſh Ships 
and Veſſels of War and Tenders, three Bat- 
tallions of Britiſo Foot, and a Company of 
Artillery, were provitionally aſſembled from 
England, and from Sea, for their Defence. 
This made the Hearts of the Zealanders over- 
flow with Grztitade to his Majeſty, and con- 
ſequently made their Minds ſuſceptible of In- 
fluence from his Servants, and other Well- 
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wiſhers to the common Cauſe. They opened 
their Eyes to ſee the Falſhood of the Deluſi- 


ons of France, which had made the Rulers of 


the Republick too tamely bear fo many Indig- 


nities — the Courſe of the War, until 
their proper Territories were expoſed to this 
Inſult, and themſelves to this Fright, from 
Which their faithful Allies were ſo opportune- 
ly relieving them. They reſolved upon a total 
Change of the Adminiſtration of Government, 
by calling a Stadtholder to their Head, as their 
Forefathers uſed to do in Caſes of Extremity. 
The Invaſion of Dutch Flanders was upon 
the 17th of April, N. S. the Alarm in Zea- 
land upon the 18th, and that fame Day Af 


ſurances of Britifh Succour were given to the 
States. Next Day the Ships and Veſſels came 


from the Oftend Station into Fluſhing Road. 


Upon the 2oth, 21ſtand 22d, other Cruizers 


came in from Sea. Upon the 23d, Commo- 


dore Mz:tchel arrived with the whole Squadron 


from the Downs. Upon the 24th, the Fleet 
of Tranſports, with the Troops, came in Sight. 
Upon the 25th, the Prince of Orange was de- 
clared, at Campvere. Upon the 26th and 27th, 
the other Towns of Zealand did the ſame ; fo 
that, upon the 28th, he was unanimouſly de- 
clared, in the Aſfembly of the States, Stadt- 
holder, High Admiral, and Captain General 


of Zealand. The other Provinces followed 


the Example with a Quickneſs that aſtoniſhed 


the World, no leſs than the firſt e 
| O 


X1 
of the true Patriot Spirit of the Zealanders had 
done. His Serene Highneſs appeared in his 
High Characters, firſt in Zealand, and honour- 
ed Campvere, before the other Towns, with 
his Preſence. He took his Seat in the Aſſem- 
bly of the States, and appointed to repreſent 
him, as firſt Noble of the Province, the Baron 
Van Borſelen, a collateral Branch of the an- 
tient Family, the Alliance of which, with the 
Royal Family of Scotland, gave Occaſion to 
the firſt Settlement of the Staple at Campvere. 

But to return. The Scots Staple having been 
ſettled at Campvere in 1444, as has been ſaid, 
the Trade flourithed fo well, and the Port was 
found ſo convenient for it, that no Attempt 
was made to remove it, until the Year 1539, 
when the City of Edinburgh, as repreſenting 
the Trading Eſtate of Scotland, ſent Baillie John 
Atchiſon and David Tod Merchants, to treat 
with the Town of Antwerp in Brabant about 
ſettling the Staple there; and accordingly a 
a Contract was concluded upon very advantage- 
ous Terms. By the Narrative of this Con- 
tract it appears, that the Inducement to make 
the Change was, that Antwerp was the mot 
frequented by Merchants from all Places; and 
it is certain, that it was then by far the greateſt 
City of Trade in the World: But this Advan- 
tage was not found equal to the Advantages 
which the Cities nearer the Mouth of the 
Scheld have by their Situation. For only two 
Years thereafter, in 1541, another Contract

was concluded with Mzddelburgh in Zealand, 
by Andrew Moubray and James Henryſon, as 
Deputies from the Town of Edinburgh. 
By the Narrative of this Contra& it ap- 
pears, that it had proceeded upon an Invitation 
from the Town of Middelburgb, and the Terms 


were very advantagcous, but it never took Effect; 
at leaſt there are no Veſtiges, either in the Re- 


cords of Middelburgh, or of the Conſervator's 
Office at the Staple Port, that it ever did; and 


it is certain, that a very few Years thereafter, in 

1 548, the Scots Staple was flouriſhing at Campvere. 
At that Lime the Emperor Charles V. So- 

vereign of the Netherlands, was engaged in his 


Wars with Francis I. of France, upon whom 
the Engliſb likeways made War. The Scots, 
as uſual, aſſiſted the French; but, in the Ne- 
therlands, they were conſidered as Neutrals, 
and were allowed the full and free Enjoyment 
of their Privileges in Trade, until they raſhly 


made themſelves Principals in the War. In 


the Year 1548, a rich Engliſb Ship, bound from 
Antwerp to Newcaſtle, having ſtopt Tide in 


the Road of Campvere, the Scots Sailors, then 


at their Staple Port, ſurpriſed the Ship in a 
e Manner, and carried her to Scotland. 
his daring Inſult, and Breach of the Peace 
within a Sovereign's Territory; produced an 
immediate Declaration of War, or, at leaſt, an 
Order of the Emperor to all his Subjects in 
the Netherlands, to equip and make Repriſals 
upon the Scots, Ihe Scars likeways 9 
And 
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and were ſo much ſuperior at Sea, (which will 


now hardly gain Credit) that they not only 


confined the {Dutch and Flemiſh Privateers in 
their Harbours, but interrupted the Trade of 
three of the Provinces, Flanders, Zealand and 
Holland, and of the great City Antwerp itſelf. 
There was a total Intcrruption of their own 
Trade to the Staple Port ; but, upon the ge- 
neral Peace, they were, in 1551, reſtored to 


their former Privileges, and the Scots Trade 


flouriſhed again at Campvere, a ſtrict Obſervance 
of the Staple having been enjoined by ſundry 
Proclamations of Queen Mary. | 

'The next Interruption of the Staple was, in 
the Year 1572, upon Occaſion of the Revolt 
from the Spamſh Tyranny. Campuere was 
then the ſecond 'T own in the Netherlands that 


| thook off the Yoke, and did it in a Manner 


which made it impoſlible to carry on any 
Trade there for ſome Years. "The Circum- 
ſtances were theſe: Don Fuan Pacicco, a Re- 
lation of Duke d' Alva, being a Governor of 
Fluſhing under him, he uſed the Inhabitants 
molt barbarouſly, ſo that they were at laſt 


drove to Deſpair. He was daily hanging up, 


without Ceremony, many innocent Men, and, 
at laſt, to ſtrike the greater Terror, he erected 
a Gallows of an extraordinary Height in the 
Market-place of Fluſhing, on which he pur- 
mou to hang a conſiderable Man of the 
own. The whole Inhabitants diſcovered fo 
much Anxiety to fave this Man, that the Go- 
vernor, 
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vernor, to ſecure the Execution, thought pro- 
per to order, from the oppoſite Shore in Fan- 
ders, ſome Companies of Spaniſh Troops to 
reinforce his Garriſon. Upon Approach of 
the Veſſels with theſe Troops, the Burghers 
run to Arms, drew. their Chain before their 
Harbour, and ſhut their Ports, cutting to 
Pieces every thing that oppoſed them, and 
hung up Pacicco, Haman like, upon the Gal- 
lows which he had erected. 

The Inhabitants of Campvere were keen in 
the fame Cauſe ; but being over-awed, durſt 
not, by themſelves, attempt any thing. Where- 
fore two Companies of Fluſhing Burghers came 
by Concert to their Aſſiſtance, the one b 
Water, and the other by Land; and, with 
this friendly Help, they drove out the Spaniſh 
Faction, and likeways ſhut their Ports to ſtop 


the Re-entrance 


of I yranny. 


Thus theſe two little Towns, without any 


near Proſpect of Aſſiſtance, (the Prince of 


Orange being then only raiſing Troops in 
Holland) not only bid Defiance to the mighty 
Power of the Spaniſh Monarchy, but expoſed 
themſelves to the daily Hoſtilities of all the 
Towns around them, which were ſoon filled 
with ſtrong Sparijh Garrifons, and, in partt- 
cular, to the large City M:ddelburgh, lying be- 


twixt them at three or four Miles Diſtance from 


each; and ſo Camprere became a very unſafe 


Place for the ( 


Trade. | 


ontinuance of the Scots Staple 
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The Conſervator and Factors immediately 
removed with their Effects to Bruges, where 
they got their antient Privileges reſtored to 
them; and the Expedition made in ſecuring 
the Scots Effects upon this Occaſion, with little 
or no Interruption of the Trade, is a good E- 
vidence of the Advantage in having a well re- 
gulated Factory abroad: For, as the Revolt of 
Huſbing was upon the firſt Day of May, and 
the Revolt of Campvere upon the 3d, ſo the 
Act of the Burghermaſters, and Council of 
Bruges, reſtoring the Scots to their antient Pri- 
vileges, and promiſing Protection, is dated to- 


wards the End of that ſame Month. 


As this memorable War ſoon ſpread itſelf 
over the whole Provinces, Bruges became like- 
ways an unſafe Place for our Settlement; ſo 
that, in the Year 1574, there was a Reſolution 
taken, in the Convention of Burrows, to fix 
the Staple at Calais proviſionally, until Peace 
and Safety ſhould be reſtored in the Nether- * 
lands. But the War being ſooner removed 
from the Province of Zealand, and the Navi- 
gation of the Scheld ſooner ſecured than the 
firſt weak Attempts for Liberty gave Ground 


to hope, the Staple was re-cſtablithed at Camp- 


vere; and, in the Year 1578, a Contract was 
made in very ample Form : Mr. Henry Nisbet 
of Edinburgh, and George Hacket Conſerva- 
tor, being Commiſſioners from the Burrows. 
This Contract was enforced by ſeveral Acts of 

Par- 
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xvi 
Parliament, and Acts of Burrows, for the ſtrict 
Obſervance of the Staple Port. 


In the Year 1611, there was a Propoſal in 


the Convention to remove the Staple to Mid- 
delburgh, and the King's Conſent thereto was 


| bd, but it did not take Effect; for, in the 
next 3 1612, a new Contract was made with 


the Town of Camprere ; ; David Aikenhead of 
Edinburgh, and William Goldman of Dundee, 
aſſiſted by the Conſervator Sir Robert Denni- 
ſton, being Commiſſioners from the Burrows. 
The Narrative of this Contract proceeds 
on the Conſideration of the very antient Al- 


liances, as well betwixt the Princes as betwixt 


the People on both Parts; and the ſucceeding 
Records of the Burrows for many Years ſhow 


the great Attention given to this advantage- 


ous Settlement, in well regalgting every thing 
relating to it. 

The Privileges obtained were ſo great, chat, 
tho' the Burrows were courted by Middel- 
burgh, Rotterdam and other Places, it does not 
appear, that they ever had any real Deſign or 
Inclination to change the Staple Port. 

Tris true, that, in the Year 1632, they order- 
ed their Conſervator Mr. Patrick Drummond, 


to treat with Middelburgbh and other Places; 


but this Order ſeems to have been given only 


to enforce a very poſitive Letter about Redreſs of 
Grievances, which they wrote, at the ſame time, 


to the Magiſtrates of Campvere, who had _ 
ack 
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lack in anſwering former Letters upon the 
Subject. | | 

The Staple continued to flouriſh, and the 
Factory became rich, and in ſo great Credit, 
that they were of great Conſequence in the 
Troubles of Britain, which fell out about 
the Middle of the laſt Century. And here it 
may be mentioned for their Honour, that from 
firſt to laſt they continued zealouſly attached 
to the true Principles of Liberty, the great 
Cauſe then in queſtion. They were of Conſe- 
quence in this Cauſe, by furniſhing Arms, Ar- 
tillery, Ammunition, and all the Implements 
of War, to an immenſe Value, to thoſe, and 
thoſe alone, who ſeemed to have the Rights of 
the People in View. t 

We find that ſo early as the Year 1638 
the Convention of Burrows ordered them 
15, 00 J. in Payment of the Arms they had 
already furniſhed to the State. T hey furniſh- 


ed afterwards the Army which marched into 


England, to give Countenance to the juſt De- 
mands of the Engliſb Parliament, for Redreſs 
of Grievances ; and likewiſe furniſhed the En- 
gliſh Army for ſome Years, as long as it could 
be properly called the Parliament's. But as 
ſoon as that Army loſt Sight of the Cauſe of 
Liberty, for which they were enliſted, and ſet up 
themſelves and their General in Placeof King and 
Parliament, they joined in every Endeavour to 
reſtore the Royal Family. A great Man the U- 
ſurper certainly was; glorious he was making 

i a 0 himſelt 
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himſelf by doing real good to the Nations over 
which he had uſurped the Dominion, and he 
ſoon became a Dread to all the Nations around 
him; yet ſtill the Scots Staple Factory dared to 
furniſh Arms and Warlike Stores for every At- 
tempt to pull him down ; and, in particular, the 
Arms and Artillery that were left in the fatal 
Fields of Dunbar and Worceſter, were turnifh- 
ed by them. 

The Zeal of the Factory for the Reſtoration 
of the Royal Family was ſo great, that after 
they had itretched their (redit as far as it 
would go, to furniſh Arms for King Charles II. 
his fatal Expedition to Scotland in 1652, they 
mortgaged even their Dwelling Houſes in 
Camprvere to raiſe a ready Sum to releaſe his 
Majeſty's Equipage, when it was arreſted at 
Breda, juſt as he was ready to ſet out. It 
is odd, that none of the numerous H iſto- 
rians of theſe Times ever thought it material 
to enquire into the Ways and Means by 
which the Engliſh Parliament Army, for a 
Time, and the Scots Presbyterian Army, firſt 
and laſt, got ſuch Quantities of Arms and Am- 
munition to ſuch immenſe Values as they muſt 
have been. But many curious Particulars re- 
lating to this are to be found in a Manuſcript 
Journal of Sir Thomas Cuningham Conſerva- 
tor; Where it likewiſe appears, that there 
never was Payment made for what was fur- 
niſhed to the Service of Charles II. not even 
after the Reſtoration. Mr. Cuningbam indeed 


got 
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gꝗqct the Honour of Knighthood conferred up- 
on him, as a ſufficient Recompence for his 
4 good Services in almoſt ruining his own Fa- 
mily, and influencing his Friends to ruin theirs, 
co the irreparable Loſs of the Factory. 
It is not found, that Cromwe!'s War with 
the Dutch gave any Interruption to the Scots 
Staple Trade; but King Charles's Wars with 
them put an entire Stop to It. | 
Upon Concluſion of the Peace at Breda, 
the Burrows immediately thought of renewing 
theirStaple Contract. The Town of Rotterdam 
* was very forward in making advantageous 
> Propoſals, which were communicated to them 
by Sir William David/an Conleryator. Ihe. 
Town of Campvere likeways offered to renew 
the former Contract; and the Burrows would 


* willingly have contracted with either of thele 


Z Towns, but the Intrigues of the famous De 
; Wits, at the Court of King Charles, carried it 


in favours of the Town of Dort, againſt the 
real Intereſt of Scotland. Campvere was to be 
demolithed, as the Prince of Orange was Mar- 
quis of it; but Dort was their own Town. 
The Commiſſioners of the Burrows, upon. 
this Occaſion, were Walter Chiefly and Alexan- 
der Sandilands of Edinburgh, and Patrick 
* Threplandot Perth; and their Inſtructions were, 
A that, in cafe the King ſhould leave the Choice 
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4 of the Place to their Election, they ſhould 
1 chuſe the moſt advantageous, taking into Con- 
3 fideration the Convenience of the Situation, as 
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well as the Terms offered; and, if they ſhould 
find theſe Conſiderations equal, to give the 
Preference to Campvere. But that, in caſe his 


Majeſty ſhould determine the Place, they ſhould 


only treat with the Repreſentatives of that 
Place, and break off the Treaty, if they would 


not give as good Terms as any other. Sir 
William Davidſon was Commiſſioner from the 
King, and his Orders, ſigned by Lauderdale, 
were poſitive for Dort. Accordingly a Con- 
tract with Dort was concluded, in the 1668. 
How Sir William Davidſon was rewarded is 
not known ; but the three Commiſſioners of the 
Burrows had 600 J. Sterl. paid them; a much 
greater Sum in theſe Days than it is now. 
This unlucky Contract made the firſt Divi- 
ſion of the Scots Factory in the Netherlands; 
till now it had remained an united well regu- 


lated Body, to promote the 'I rade of their 


Country; but, upon this Occaſion it became 
greatly diſunited. All the World faw, that 
the real Intereſt of the Scots Trade was very 
little taken into Conſideration, in making this 
Change of the Staple Port: Politicks of ano- 
ther Nature furniſhed the Motives ; ſo that it 
is no wonder, that ſome of the Factors remain- 
ed at Campvere, ſome removed to Dort, and 
ſome to Rotterdam; and fo the Scots Staple 
Trade was firſt diſperſed. 

It was ſoon found by Experience, that Dort 
was an inconvenient Place for the Staple Port; 
and the Burrows were not long in taking Meas 
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xxi 
ſures to re-eſtabliſh it at Campuere. Mr. Hen- 
ry Wilkie, Conſervator, was appointed their 
Commiſſioner for that Purpoſe, in the 1675; 
and next Year a new Contract with Campuere 
was made for the Space of 21 Years, which 
was aftcrwards ratified by the King, in July, 
1670. | | 
Several Acts of the Burrows were made for 


the ſtrict Obſervance of the Staple ; but the 


Factory continued divided betwixt Rotterdam 
and Campvere; and the Flight of many of our 
perſecuted Countrymen from Scotland to Rot- 
terdam, where they found Protection, greatly 
increaſed their Number there; while Sir James 
Kennedy, the ſucceeding Conſervator, having 
been amongſt the firſt of the Courtiers who 
complimented King James with his Religion, 
was an improper Miniſter to draw many Scorſ= 
men to the Staple Port. He died about the 
'Time of the Revolution, and was ſucceeded by 
Sir Andrew Kennedy of Clowburn, a Gentleman 
of quite a different Stamp in Religion and Po- 
liticks; and under his Adminiſtration the Staple 
recovered conſiderably for ſome Y ears. 

As the Contract 1676 was to expire in 1697, 
Sir Andrew was commiſſioned by the Burrows 
to renew it, and a new Contract, for 21 Years, 
was concluded at the Hague in {ecember, that 
Year in moſt ample Form. King William, as 
Marquis of Campvere by his Deputies, and the 
Magiſtrates of Campuere by their Deputies, 
were Contracters on one Part, and the Royal 

Burrows, 
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Burrows by their Deputy Sir Andrew Renne- 


ay were Contracters on the other Part. This 
Contract was ſoon after ratiſied by King 
William as King of Scotland, and by the States 


of Zealand as Sovereigns of the Province, and 


as it has in it a Clauſe of Prolongation, the 
Parties have thought fit to renew it with Ad- 
ditions, at different Times, ſo that it continues 
in full Force to this Day. | 

Soon after the making of this Conrtact, 
fome unlucky Differences happened with the 
Magiſtrates of Campvere ; ſo that in the Year 


1702 the Burrows thought it neceſſary to ſend 
Commiſſioners to compoſe them. Ihe Com- 


miſſioners were Provoſt Oliphant of Perth, and 
Provoſt A ardes of Aberdeen, and a formal Con- 
tract of Agreement was concluded in Auguſt 
that Year. But ſome Differences of the Fac- 
tors amongſt themſelves, and with the Confer- 
vator, continued and came to a great Height, 
to the great Detriment of the Trade; and 
when the Union of Scotland with England had 


put a Stop to the Exportation of Wool and 


Skilis, which were then the chief Staple Com- 


modities, no proper Meaſures could be unani- 


mouſly concerted to make the Staple Port ſer- 
viceable for the other Trade of Scotland. An- 
other unlucky Circumſtance, which increated 
the Diviſions of the Factory, and hindered the 
due Attention that ſhouid have been given to 
the general Good, was, that Sir Alexander 


Cumin of Coulter got, by Surprize, a Gitt of the 


Onice 
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Office of Conſervator from Queen Anne, 
which engaged Sir Andrew Kennedy, who had 


his Commiſſion for Life, into an expenſive and 
very tedious Law Proceſs with him. All theſe 
unlucky Things concurring, the Staple Trade 


was, in a few Years, reduced to almoſt No- 


thing. | 

Ate. Andrew Kennedy, who ſuceeded his Fa- 
ther Sir Andrew in the Office, diſpaired of re- 
covering the Trade, and ſo the Staple Port 
continued, during his Life, of little Avail for 
the Purpoſes for which it was intended. How- 


ever, as the Contract 1697 was to expire in 
1718, the Burrows thought proper to have it 


renewed; and accordingly it was renewed, 
with Amplifications, for another Space of 21 
Years, Mr. Andrew Kennedy, Conſervator, being 
their Commiſſioner for that Purpole. 

In the Year 1725, the States General made 
2 new Regulation as to the Importation and 


Exportation of Goods, greatly reducing the 


Duties, which made the total Exemption of 
Duties at the Staple Port of leſs Conſideration 
then formerly. And, upon this Occaſion, the 
Scots Merchants at Rotterdam, (who had drawn 
almoſt all the Trade) did not fail to repreſent, 
that the Privileges at Campvere were now of 
little or no Service for the Scots Trade; but 
the contrary has ſince been made to appear. 
Upon the Death of Andrew Kennedy, Eſq; 
Archibald Mac Aulay, Eſq; was appointed Lord 
Conſervator in 1727. He found the Staple 
0 
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Port only frequented by a very few Ships from 
Aberdeen yearly, with their Manufactures, and 
little known to the reſt of Scotland; but hav- 


ing given Attention to the Duties of his Of- 


fice, and, above all, having cultivated a good 


Underſtanding, and even an intimate Friend- 


ſhip with the Magiſtrates of Camp vere, and 
with the Factors, the Trade to the Staple Port 
has been yearly increaſing ever ſince. The 
Advantages of ſuch Privileges as we enjoy, are 
more and more known by Experience, and the 
Number of Factors increaſed, and is ſtill en- 
creaſing. 

As the Contract 1718 was to expire in the 
the Year 1739, the Rotterdamers were forming 
Schemes to prevent the Renewal of it; but the 
Royal Burrows being timouſly advertiſed of 
this, they commuſſioned, in 1736, the Lord 
Conſervator Mac Aulay to negociate with the 
Magiſtrates of Campvere a Prolongation of the 
Contract. This was done with fo much Expe- 
dition, that, before the adverſe Schemes could 
be brought to bear, a new Contract of Prolon- 
gation, for the Space of 21 Years longer, was 
concluded in Ofober that Year, with ſome 
Amplifications that have ſince been found of 
great Conſequence. - 


During the late War, the Staple Trade ſuf- 


fered conſiderably for Want of regular Con- 
voy. Our Ships indeed got frequently Con- 
voy homewards, ſometimes of Dutch Men of 
War going caſually to the Northward, and 

ſome- 
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ſometimes of Eugliſi Men of War, that were 


ordered to Campvere for that Service. And it 
is true, that, in the Beginning of the Year 


174.5, a regular Convoy was ordered by the 
Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, and 
a numerous Fleet was convoyed home in the 
Summer that Vear: But before the outward 
bound Ships were aſſembled, the deteſted Re- 
bellion broke out, and the Men of War were 
more neceſſarily employed in guarding our 
Coaſts, and cutting off the Communication 
betwixt the Enemy and their Tools in Scor- 
land. All this while the Admiralty of Zea- 
land refuſed to fulfil an Article of the Con- 
tract, by which they are obliged, in Time of 
War, to give Convoy for the Staple Trade 
twicea Year. Proper Inſtances were frequent- 


ly made to them, but they alledged, that they 


were {till at Peace with France, and durſt not 


give Offence : But as ſoon as the Adminiſtra- 


tion of the Republick was changed, the ſtipu- 


lated Convoy would have been readily grant- 
ed, but then it was out of their Power to give 
it, as all the Ships they could equip, together 
with a ſtrong Squadron of Engliſb Men of 
War, were found neceſſary to cover the Pro- 
vince of Zealand, However, as ſoon as a 
Veſlel could be ſpared from that neceſſary Ser- 
vice, a Frigat was appointed by the Prince of 
Orange, as High Admiral, to convoy home 
the Scots Ships then at Campvere, and to aſ- 
ſemble in Scotland, and bring back the Trade; 
* 


and,

and, had the War continued longer, a regular 
Convoy would have been continued of ſuch 
Force, and at ſuch Times as the Conſervator 
or his Depute ſhould intimate to his Serene 
Highneſs. | 

The Royal Burrows, in their general Con- 
vention 1748, taking into Conſideration the 
great Obligations which the Lovers of Liberty 


every where owe to the Princes of the illuſtri- 


ous Houſe of Orange, who have, in all Ages, 
been Champions in that glorious Cauſe ; that 
the Kingdoms of Britain, in particular, owe 


their Religion and Liberty to the Interpoſition 


of a Prince of Orange, and that to the preſent 
moſt illuſtrious Prince, to his vigorous Mea- 
ſures, and Unanimity of Councils with his 
Majeſty, it is, in a great Meaſure; owing ; that 
we have the Bleſſings of Peace reſtored to us; 
they therefore refolved to ſend Deputies of 
their Number to compliment his Serene High- 
neſs upon his Promotion to the high Digni- 
ties of his Family; and, for that Purpoſe, 
they appointed the Right Hon. George Drum- 
mond, Eſq; then Lord Provoſt of Edinburgh, 
and the Lord Conſervator Mac Aulay, preſent 
Provoſt, their Commiſſioners. They were 


charged, at the ſame time, with another Com- 


miſſion, to negotiate a Prolongation of the 
Staple Contract, and to procurę the Prince's 
Ratification of it, as Marquis of Campvere. 

I heir Lordſhips were received at Campuere 
with great Reſpect, and every Mark of Friend- 


ſhip;

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ſhip: And Deputies of the Magiſtracy were 
immediately appointed to attend them to the 


Hague, and there to treat and conclude with 


them a Prolongation of the Contract. They 
were moſt graciouſly received by his Serene 
Highneſs, and acquitted themſelves, of their 
Commiſſion to him, with very warm and ſin- 
cere Hearts, and, at the ſame time, with be- 
coming Dignity. In Return, his Serene High- 
neſs was pleaſed to give them the ſtrongeſt 
Aflurances of the great Regard he had for 
the Royal Burrows of Scotland, and of the 
conſtant Attention he would give to every 
Thing in his Power that might concern their 
Inn | | | 
The Commiſſioners had diſtinguiſhing Ho- 
nours conferred upon them by their Serene and 
Royal Highnefles, during their Stay at the 


Hague, where, in a few Days, a Prolonga- 


tion of the Staple Contract, for the Space of 


Twenty one Years after the Expiration of the 
preſent was concluded. The Town of Rot- 


terdam took the Alarm as uſual, and plotted, 
in a very ſtrong Manner, to influence the 
Prince not to ratify it : But his Serene High- 
neſs gave Proof of the Sincerity with which 
he had profeſſed that he would give conſtant 
Attention to the Intereſt of the Burrows. He 


ſigned the Ratification in moſt ample Form. 


When the Commiſſioners reported the Suc- 
ceſs of their Negotiation to the general Con- 
vention 1749, Orders were given to print the

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ſeveral Contracts at preſent ſubſiſting; and for 
the Information of a great many of the Bur- 


rows, in their own Matters, this Narrative is 


refixed. And, it is hoped, that the uniform 
Conduct of the Royal Burrows, for ſo many 
Ages, will meet with general Approbation ; 
nay, it is hoped, that People of every Turn of 
Mind, in Scotland, will here meet with ſome- 
thing to pleaſe them in their own Way. Such 
as are fond of Antiquities will find, that the 
Scots Staple Factory is the moſt antient Settle- 
ment of the Kind, now ſubſiſting, any where in 
the World. Such as are pleaſed with diſtin- 
guiſhing Honours to their Country will find, 
that the Scots Privileges in the Netherlands are 
the moſt honourable that ever were granted to 


any Nation in that, or, perhaps, any other 


Country. The diligent Merchant will find, 


how theſe Privileges may be uſed for his Ad- 


vantage ; and the anxious Heart, for future Ge- 
nerations, will rejoice, that theſe moſt antient, 
honourable and valuable Privileges are, by the 
great Care of the Burrows, put in a fair Way 
to be tranſmitted to diſtant Poſterity. 
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K NOW all Men, of what Quality or 
| Condition ſoever, That foraſmuch- 

s as the Nation of Scotland, by many 
antient Contracts and Agreements, entered 
into and made with the Town of Campvere,

ing to their reſpective Callings. And the faid 
Miniſter being duly admitted, the Town ſhall

y Salary and Maintenance, in the ſame Man- 
ner as it is now paid; and that they ſhall uſe 


their utmoſt Endeavours to obtain for, and 


cauſe be paid a fit Salary to the Precentor and 
Clerk; and if it ſhall fo happen that the fore- 
faid Congregation ſhall ſo increaſe, that it 
ſhould be found neceſſary to have a ſecond Mi- 
niſter for Aſſiſtance, his Maintenance ſhall be 
at the Charge of the Scots Nation, 
VII. For the better preventing and evit- 
ing of all Perils and Dangers that may be in 
the incoming to this Port, the Magiſtrates are 
hereby obliged to entertain continually the 
Marks, Beacons, Tuns and Buoys, at the En- 
try of, and within the Channel leading to this 


Men: in all Places where it ſhall be found 


needful ; and alſo, that knowing and experi- 
enced Pilots and Pinkmen be appointed to 
bring 
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bring in and out the Ships belonging to the 
Scots Staple (at the Charge of the Ws Fg 
in ſtormy, miſty and dark Weather ; and as oft 


as the ſaid Pilots ſhall be employed and made 


uſe of, but not otherways in any ſort, their 
Salaries ſhall be paid, eonform to.the Regula- 
tion, in ordinary Occaſions, made by the Ma- 
giſtrates, together with the Conſervator, or his 
Depute; and if, through Tempeſt or ſtormy 
Weather, any Ship of the Scots Nation be in 
Danger, and for their Safety the Skipper be 
compelled or neceſſitate to promiſe to the Pi- 
lots any exorbitant Pilotage by them required, 
for inbringing of the ſaid Ships, in that Caſe 
the Skipper, when arrived, ſhall not be obliged 
to pay all that was promiſed, but the Magi- 
ſtrates of this Town ſhall moderate the ſamen 


conform to Equity and Reaſon, whereby all 


Extortion, in ſuch Caſes, may be prevented. 
VIII. To the Intent the Ships of the 
Scots Nation, coming to the ſaid Town of 
| Campvere, may be well accommodate with a 
large and ſpacious Haven and Key, for the 
| keeping, lying and livering of the ſaid Ships 
and Goods, the Magiſtrates are hereby obliged 
to appoint for them the whole Key where- 


with the Scots Ships have been ſerved in time 


bygone, from the great Bridge till oppoſite to 
the Houſe of the Heer Baihw de Konink, for- 
merly the Houle called the Oliphant, and that 
the ſame be keeped free only for the Uſe of 
thoſe of the Scots Nation, provided with Pales 
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or Poſts, Crans, good Help and Aſſiſtance of 


Boats, Due- boats and Lighters, eſpecially in 
time of Froſt; and, when Ships cannot come 
to the Haven, that there be appointed a good 
Number of Sledges, Waggons, and Labourers 
for the timely loading and unloading of their 


Ships and Goods, which Labourers Hire ſhall 


be regulate by the Conſervator and Magiſtrates 
of this Town: And if it ſhall ſo happen, that 
the Haven, ſo provided by the Magiſtrates, be 
not ſufficient to contain all the Number of the 
Scots Ships that ſhall happen to come, in that 
Caſe the Magiſtrates ſhall cauſe accommodate 
them with ſomuch more Place as ſhall be need- 
ful, by cauſing their Haven-maſter remove all 
other Ships from the Shore, to. the End there 
may no- Controverſy fall out betwixt the Ma- 
riners of the Scots Nation, and thoſe of other 
Nations. And the Magiſtrates ſhall take ſuch 
Order, in this Point, that thoſe of the Scots 
Nation may have no Cauſe to complain; and 
the Haven-maſter ſhall be ordained by the Ma- 
giſtrates to keep the ſaids Havens and Keys 
void and clear, that the Ships of the Scots Na- 
tion may commodiouſly load and unload, with- 
out Hinderance or Moleſtation: The Haven- 
maſter ſhall likeways take care, that, on all 
Occaſions, when the Scots Ships are coming 
in or going out, the Haven ſhall be patent and 
open to them without any Impediment. And 
if the Shore-maſters, or any in their Name, at 
any time, ſhall maliciouſly caſt, looſe, or cut 

any 
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any Cable or Rope, upon the Shore, of any of 
the Scots Ships, he ſhall be puniſhed therefor 


by the Magiſtrates, at the Sight of the Conſer- 
vator or his Depute : And if the Magiſtrates or 
Shore-maſter fail in any of this Article, the 


Magiſtrates to be liable for all Coſt and Skaith 


incurred thereby. 

IX. That, the Merchants of the Scots Na- 
tion, coming to this Town, may, in their Ne- 
gotiations, be well ſerved with Pioneers, La- 


bourers and Workmen, and with Cellars, 
Warehouſes and Lofts, at reaſonable Prices to 


be paid by the ſaid Perſons ; and, in cafe any 
Burgher or other Inhabitant ſhall demand of 
the ſaid Merchants unreaſonable Hire, the 
Magiſtrates of the City ſhall moderate the ſame, 
and the Hire of the Labourers and Workmen 
ſhall be paid according to the Rates that ſhall 
be. agreed on by the Magiſtrates and Conſerva- 
tor, whereof a Liſt for that End ſhall be made 
and publiſhed, vg. for the Sledges, Waggons 
and Workmen, alſo of the Skippers of Ships 
and Scouts that ſhall go with any Goods from 
the Town to Middleburgh, or any other Place 
within the Seventeen Provinces, which the 
Skippers, Labourers and Workmen, ſhall be 
holden inviolably to obſerve and keep, con- 
form to the Tenor of the ſame ; and the Skip- 


pers of the Ships and Scouts to be liable for 


any Damage ſuſtained betwixt M:4dleburgh, or 
any other Place, and Campvere, occaſioned by 


their Default: And all Merchandiſe and 


D ' Goods, 
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Goods, livered * of the In Ships, ſhall be 
carried and tranſported off the Shore in Win- 
ter, before three Hours Afternoon, and in 
Summer before fix Hours Afternoon. And 
if any of the ſaid Labourers or Workmen ſhall 
commit any Incivility, by Word or Deed, to 
any Merchants, Factors, Skippers, Mariners, 
or other Perſons belohging to the Scots Staple, 
the Magiſtrates ſhall forthwith cauſe ſuch to 
be puniſhed, according to the Demerit of the 
Fact. And in caſe any of the Goods or 
Wares belonging to the ſaid Merchants comes 
to ſuſtain any Damage or Loſs, by the Inad- 
vertency, Wiltulneſs and Delay of the Cran- 
maſter, his Subſtitutes, or his Servants by him 
employed for loading and unloading of Ships, 
the Cran-maſter ſhall be obliged to make good 
the ſaid Damage and Loſs fo occaſioned, and, 
in caſe of Refuſal, ſhall be thereunto compelled 
by the Magiſtrates ; as alſo the Workmen and 
Sledgemen ſhall be obliged and conſtrained to 
make good the Damages occaſioned by them. 

X. For the better Accommodation of thoſe 
of the Scots Nation within this City, there ſhall 
be provided for, and given to them, for their 
Uſe, a good, large and wholeſome Houſe fit 
for a Conciergery, which Houſe ſhall be free 
of all Exciſe and Impoſts upon all Sorts of 
Wine or Beer, and the Houſe-Rent, and Re- 
paration of the ſamen Houſe, ſhall be at the 

Charge and Expence of the Town of Camp- 
vere, and the Magiſtrates ſhall ſufficiently re- 

| pair 
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pair and dreſs the Houſe, that formerly, to the 


Date hereof, has been employed and made Uſe 
of for thoſe of the Scots Nation, and which 
now is in a bad Condition: And in caſe that 
Houſe, after the Reparation that ſhall be made, 
will not be found fit for a Conciergery, the 
Magiſtrates ſhall be obliged to provide, and give 
another and more fit Houſe for a Conciergery, 
and to enlarge and accommodate thoſe Houſes, 
till they be ſufficient and great enough ; and if 
it ſhall be found neceſſary to ſet up another 
Conciergery, the ſamen ſhall enjoy the like 
Privileges with the firſt Conciergery, only that 
the Rent of that Houſe ſhall be at the Charge 
of the Nation; and what is through Wilful- 
neſs or Negligence broken within the Houſe, 
ſhall be to the Charge of the Conciergery. 

XI. If it ſhould happen, (which Gop for- 
bid) that any of the Scots Nation belonging to 
the Scots Staple Court, or having Dependence 
thereon, ſhould, in this Town, or Juriſdiction 
thereof, commit ſuch a Crime or Fault, for 
which he ought to be puniſhed capitally, by 
the Loſs of Lite or Limb, in that Caſe, it is 
by this Article agreed unto, (notwithſtanding 
of the foreſaid Crime) that his Goods ſhall not 
in any Sort be liable to Forfeiture or Confiſca- 
tion, but the ſame ſhall remain free to his Heirs 
or Executors, only paying Ten Pounds Flemiſh, 
according to the Privileges granted -to the In- 


habitants of this Town on ſuch like Occaſion, -- 


by the Earls of Zealand; and in like Manner, 
| all 
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all the Goods that ſhall v found in- his Cu- 
ſtody, belonging to any Merchant, Principal 
or Friend, ſhall not be liable to any Confiſca- 
tion, for any Offence by him committed, al- 
tho' it were in crimine lœſæ majeſtatis, of what- 
ſoever kind the ſamen may be, but the ſamen 
Goods ſhall be holden free, and ſhall be deli- 
vered to the right Heirs and Proprietors there- 
of. And alſo no Perſon, who may be guiltleſs 
and innocent, ſhall for the Offence, Guilt or 
Fault of any other, be in anyways arreſted or 
moleſted in his Perſon or Goods, except he 
ſhall be found bound and obliged, either in 
. Perſon or Goods, for another. 
XII. That no Arreſt on any of the Scots 
Staple, in Perſon or Goods, ſhall be granted, 
within this Town or Juriſdiction thereof, ex- 
cept after a Sentence given, or that there be 
good Ground de fuga, or that he is to abſent 
himſelf ; and no Sentence being declared, the 
Magiſtrates ſhall not give Order for Arreſt: 


ment, but after that firſt Knowledge thereof is 


given to the Lord Conſervator, or his Depute, 
being in the Town; and in caſe the Debt 
be denied, Caution ſhall be given before bis 
Departure, till that, upon Knowledge of the 
Matter, the Proceſs may be determined. 
XIII. That no Native or Stranger, Burgher 
of the foreſaid City, or Indweller therein, or 
Juriſdiction thereof, ſhall have Power or be 
permitted to trade, deal or traffick, in Scotland, 
in any Goods or Merchandize, which are al- 
| oe. ready 
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ready declared Staple Commodities, or ſhall here- 
after be declared ſuch, by bringing them over 
themſelves, or cauſing others bring them, upon 
the Penalty of having the ſaid Goods confiſcated, 
foties quoties, by the Magiſtrates of the Town; 
and if any Perſon of the Scots Nation ſhall be 
found, in their Name, to cover, conceal or ne- 
gotiate for the above ſaid Perſons, they ſhall be 
be puniſhed by the Conſervator or his Depute, 
according to the Laws and Cuſtoms of the 
Staple Court: And it is, by this Article, fur- 
ther agreed, that no Perſon of the Scots Nati- 
on may be made free Burgher of this 'Town, 
without Knowledge and Conſent of the Con- 
{ervator, or his Depute; and theſe who are al- 
ready Burghers ſhall, in no manner of Way, 
be favoured to trade in Staple Goods, until 
ſuch Time as they have quitted their Right of 
Burgherſhip, and thereafter be legally admitted 
and declared by the Conſervator, or his Depute, 
as Members of the Scots Staple Court, upon 
the Penalty above expreſt ; neither ſhall any 
Indweller in this Town be admitted under the 
Staple Court, without the Knowledge and Con- 
ſent of the Magiſtrates. R 9 

XIV. And for the better Encouragement o 


the Navigation and Trade of the Scots Nati- 


on, it is by this Article agreed, that, in caſe a- 
ny Ship, or Ships, belonging to them, be rob- 
bed, ſpoiled or taken at Sea, by any Inhabitant 
or others, holding themſelves under the Juriſ- 
diction of the Province of Zealand, the Magi- 

ſtrates 
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ſtrates of the eiche City In hereby be ob- 
liged to endeavour, according to their Power, 
that all ſuch Ships or Goods be again reſtor- 
ed, with their entire Loading, or what ſhall be 
ſo robbed or taken; or elſe cauſe full Satisfacti- 
on be given to the perſon or Perſons ſo wrong- 
ed, proportionally to the right Value thereof, 
and ſhall cauſe the Delinquents to be puniſh- | 
ed, according to the Nature of the Offence; but 
if ſo be that the Offender dwell under another 
Juriſdiction, then the Magiſtrates ſhall be ob- 
liged, by their Penſionary or others, to require 
the Reſtitution and Satisfaction for the faid 
Damage, and that at the Coſt and Charge of 
the Town; and further, that all Goods of 
Ships caſt away, belonging to the Merchants 
and Factors of the Scots Staple, that ſhall be 
ſaved by any Inhabitant, or other Perſon hold- 
ing themſelves under the Juriſdiction of this 
Town, or any Way concealed, or made away by 
themin any Sort, then the Magiſtrates are hereby 
obliged to uſe their Power and Authority, to the 
end the faid Goods, or the Value thereof, may be 
| forthcoming to the right Owner, and the Per- 
ſons ſo offending to be ſeverely puniſhed for ſuch 
their Concealment and unjuſt Detention: And 
alſo, in Caſe the ſaid Goods ſhall happen to be 
taken up, concealed or embezzled, by any Per- 
ſon or Perſons living without the Juriſdiction 
of this Town, the Magiſtrates ſhall uſe their 


beſt Endeavour to get the ſaid Goods, or their 
. Value 


Value again reſtored to the FR Owners; and 
in caſe any Ship or Ships ſhall be in Danger to 
be caſt away in the Paſſage leading to the 'I own, 
that then all poſſible and ſpeedy Help ſhall be 
employed, at the Coſt of the Owner of the 
ſame, for their Preſervation. 

XV. In caſe any of the Inhabitants here, 
being addebted to any of the Staple, ſhall come 
to obtain Letters of Reſpite of Time or Sure- 
ty du Corps, or Ceſſio bonorum, thele of the Scots 
Nation ſhall be favoured, and uſed in the ſame 
Manner as any other Creditors Indwellers in 
this Town; and if it ſhall happen that any of 
the Staple, addebted to any Indweller in this 
Country, or an Indweller addebted to any of 
the Staple, come to fail, or otherways, that 
there be need to appoint a Curator over his 
Goods, then ſhall the Magiſtrates, together 
with the Conſervator, chuſe a Curator, ad opus 
habentium. 

XVI. For the better ſecuring of the Means 
of any of the Scots Nation that ſhall happen to 
die in this Town, the Magiſtrates are, by this 
Article, holden to grant and agree unto theſe 
of the Scots Staple Court, that if any of their 
Members, happening to die or depart this Life 
inteſtat, or without making his laſt Will and' 
Teſtament, that then and in that Caſe their 
Goods and Eſtate ſhall, and muſt fall under the 
Adminiſtration of rhe Court of the Conſerva- 
tor, inſomuch that neither the Magiſtrates, nor 
the Orphans Court in this Place, ſhall have

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any Thing to do with the 0 Goods, or E- 
ſtates of the Perſons ſo dying, or exerciſe any 
Authority thereupon. - i = 
XVII. The Magiſtrates do by this Article 
promiſe and confent, that the Conſervator, and 
his Depute may and can uſe the Priſon of this 
Town at their Pleaſute, furniſhed with all Ne- 
ceflaries thereto belonging, in which the Con- 
ſervator, or his Depute, may cauſe to be impri- 
ſoned, all ſuch Debtors, Offenders, and evil 
Doers of the Scots Nation, which he the ſaid 
Conſervator, or his Depute, ſhall impriſon, and 
again ſet at Liberty out of the ſame, at his or 
their Pleaſure, without Contradiction, or being 
obliged to give any Information thereof to the 
Town Magiſtrates, and that the Maſter or 
Keeper of the Priſon-houſe, or his Officers, be 
obliged to give all dutiful Aſſiſtance to the fore- 


ſaid Conſervator, or his Depute, as often as he | 


or they ſhall be thereunto required. - 

XVIII. And for the better ſecuring of the 
Trade of the Scots Nation, it is hereby agreed, 
that the Magiſtrates, upon all convenient and 
fitting Occaſions, in Time of War and Dan- 
ger, ſhall procure from the Court of Admiral- 
ty in Zealand, two well furniſhed Ships of 
War, not mounted under thirty Guns apiece, 
that may freely attend in Convoy upon 
the Ships belonging to the Scots Nation to any 
Place or Places within the River of Forth, or any 
other Place inthe Kingdom of Scotland, the 1ſt

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of April yearly, and the 1 Sof October thereaf- 
ter, O. S. to be the fixt Time for the ſaid Con- 
voys to attend, unleſs upon ſome Emergencies 
falling out, that the Conſervator or his Depute 
acquaint the Magiſtrates of Campvere to fend 
the faid Convoys ſooner or later, which 
they ſhall be hereby obliged to agree to, and 
the faid Convoy Ships ſhall wait and ſtay there 
fourteen, or, at fartheſt, twenty Days, for to 
bring and convoy back the faids or any other 
Ships to this Town and Place: And, the Scots 
Ships being here, the Magiſtrates ſhall uſe all 
Endeavours, (as they have heretofore done) 
that they ſhall again return with good Convoys. 
XIX. It is by this Article agreed, ſiclike the 
Magiſtrates of this Town promiſe and conde- 
ſcend to cauſe good and ſufficient Watch to be 
kept on the Streets in the Night- time, eſpecial- 
ly in thoſe Places where the greateſt Part of 
the Ware-houſes of the ſaid Staple Court are, 
and ſhall alſo take care that the Inhabitants 


| and Burghers of this 'Town ſhall carry and de- 


mean themſelves peaceably, and in a friendly 
Manner, to all the Members of the faid Staple 
Court; and farther, the ſaid Magiſtrates con- 
ſent, by theſe Preſents, that theſe. of the Scots 
Staple may take into their Service ſuch a Doctor 
of Phyſick, Chyrurgeon, Barber and Apothe- 
cary, as they ſhall think fit, without any Con- 
tradiftion, who ſhall enjoy all ſuch Immuni- 
ties and Privileges, as by Right and Cuſtom 
belongs to the Doctors, Chyrurgeons, and A- 

E pothecaries 
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pothecaries of this Town, and all other Doc- 
tors, — 9 — and Apothecaries, dwel- 


ling in this Town, ſhall alſo be freely per- 
mitted to practiſe among all ſuch of the Scots 
Nation as reſide here. As alſo the Magi- 
ſtrates do promiſe to the Chyrurgeons of the 
Scots Nation a fit and free Dwelling. The 
Magiſtrates are, by this Article, obliged to pro- 
vide, and appropriate to the Uſe of hoſe of 
the Scots Staple, a convenient Place for their 
Merchants and Factors, wherein to air and dry 

their Sheeps Skins, Hides, or other Goods, 
which may be in- Danger to be damnified by 
Water or otherways ; as alſo to afford thoſe of 
the Scots Nation a convenient Place, within or 
near this Town, whereunto they may reſort, 
for their bodily Recreation ; and likewiſe Li- 
berty and Freedom to the Conſervator, his 
Depute, Court Officers, Merchants and Fac- 
tors, to fiſh, ſhoot, hunt, and hawk, in all Pla- 
ces under the juriſdiction of this Town, with- 
out Let, Hinderance or Moleſtation, with the 
fame Freedom the Magiſtrates themſelves en- 
rh | : 
Eh X. And in caſe, (as Gop forbid) that, by 
reaſon of any inteſtine War or Plague, the 
People of the Scots Nation may not, with Se- 
curity and Safety to themſelves, frequent this 
"Town, then it ſhall be lawful to them to tran- 
ſport themſelves, with their Goods and Mer- 
chandiſe, freely to any other Town or Place, 
they ſhall think fit ; provided always, they pay 
8 . | before 
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before their Derbi = 8 they ſhall be 
juſtly addebted to any Inhabitant within this 
Town: And the Magiſtrates ſhall, by this Ar- 
ticle, be obliged to help and aſſiſt the ſaid Na- 
tion with Ships, Scouts, and all other Things 
neceſſary for their "Tranſportation, upon their 
reaſonable Charges. And in like Manner, the 
Magiſtrates are by this Article holden and ob- 
liged, that if in caſe (which Gop prevent) any 
Difference ſhould ariſe betwixt the King of 
Great Britain, and theſe United Provinces, 
whereupon Hoſtility and War may enſue, in 
that Caſe, they are to give ſafe and ſure Pro- 
tection to all Perſons of the Scots Nation for 
{ix Months Time, after the Publication of the 
ſaid War, according to the 32d Article of the 
General Treaty betwixt the King of Great 
Britain and the States General, to the End, 
that thoſe of the Scots Nation may recover and 
get in the Debts due to them, and alſo pay 
what they may be owing to any of the Inhabi- 
tants here, and thereafter withdraw themſelves 
to any other Place they ſhall think fit, the Ma- 
giſtrates affording them the ſame Aſſiſtance 
mentioned in the foregoing Part of this Ar- 
ticle ; and, when the Peſtilence or War is over, 
ſhall be obliged to bring the Staple again to 
this Place. | 

XXI. If any of the Scots Nation ſhall hap- 
pen to marry with any Woman in the Nether. 
lands, or within the Town of Campvere, and, 
alter the ſaid Marriage, reſide here under the

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Staple Court, the Bas Woman ſhall be holden 
to be under the Government of the Laws of 
Scotland, and that ſhe neither ſhall, nor may, 
by Contract of Marriage, or otherways, detain; 
keep, or diſpoſe of her Husband's Goods, to 
the Prejudice of his lawful Creditors ; but con- 
cerning that ſhe muſt be regulate conform to 
the foreſaid Laws of the Kingdom of Scotland. 
And like ways, that no Perſon, whether Man

XXII. And whereas the Trade and Commerce 
of the Scots Nation doth conſiſt not only in the 
Importation, but alſo in the Exportation of 
Goods and Merchandiſe from the Provinces, 
in which alſo the Town of Middleburgh may 
be concerned, tis agreed, on that account, that 
the Magiſtrates of this Town ſhall make the 
ſamen known to the Magiſtrates of Middle- 
burgh, to the End the Conſervator, and others 
js n to the Staple Court, may be treated 

and uſed in that Town with all Kindneſs and 
friendly Reſpect, and with the ſame Freedom 
and Immunities, that any free Burgher here 
may enjoy there. 

XXIII. And, for the better Obſervance of 
the Staple Port, it is by the Royal Burrows a- 
greed to, and in all Sincerity promiſcd, like- 

as 
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as they hereby Nen oh that no Staple Goods 
contained in the Liſt made thereof, ſpecified 
above in the third Article, ſhall be brought to, 
or ſold in any Harbour or Place of the United 
Provinces, but to the Staple Port, under the 
Pain of Confiſcation of all their Goods, and 
that the Conſervator ſhall be holden and oblig- 
ed rigorouſly to proſecute and puniſh, and cauſe 
proſecute and puniſh the Tranſgreſſors, or (if 
Need be) their Cautioners, without any Con- 
nivance, Diſſimulation or Delay, according 
to the Laws of the Staple Court. And it is 
by this Article condeſcended on, that the Ma- 
giſtrates of this Town ſhall, in the moſt effica- 
cious Manner, make a ſuitable Addreſs to his 
Majeſty the King of Great Britain, as Stadt- 
holder of Holland, for interpoſing his Autho- 
rity, that in caſe any of the Scots Nation ſhall 
import any Staple Goods to any other Town, 
or Place of the Provinces, beſides the Staple 
Port, that the reſpective Magiſtrates of theſe 
Towns or Places may, by his ſaid Majeſty, be 
obliged to aſſiſt the Conſervator, his Deputy, 
and other Officers, for bringing theſe of the 
Scots Nation to condign Puniſhment, accord- 
ing to the Nature of the Offence; and in caſe
